Within ih» ‘ n ext three weeks, or by 
March l.r>, every un married man or 
woman win » earn ed $1,000 or more 
in the calen d ar year 10] s, an d ev­ 
ery married person whoso in come 
amoun ted to $2,000 or more must 
make a d etailed report 
of his in ­ 
come to the fed eral reven ue collector 
of his d istrict. 
On or before March 
15, the first in stallmen t of the in ­ 
come tax must be paid , on e-fourth of 
the en tire amoun t d ue, or all of it if 
♦ he tax' payer chooses. 
This mean s that million s of Amer­ 
ican s must get to work at on ce to 
prepare their return s, an d for the 
guid an ce of tax payers, tlo* In tern al 
Reven ue Bureau lias issued explicit 
in struction s coverin g the 
prepara­ 
tion an d filin g of return s. 
This is 
the A B (’ of the proced ure: 
First get a tax return form from 
t tie reven ue collector’s office or fr om 
a ban k. 
There are man y kin d s of 
these forms. 
If a person ’s in come 
was below $5,000, he should ask for 
the form especially in ten d ed for the 
smaller in comes. 
It might be ad vis­ 
able to get two or three of these 
forms, sin ce on e may he spoiled in 
the preparation . 
The for i is a 
page prin ted sheet, with d etailed in ­ 
struction s for reportin g various items 
of in come an d for calculatin g the tax- 
d ue. 
By followin g this form closely 
even an in experien ced 
ably will have little d ifficulty, par­ 
ticularly if his source of in come was 
n ot complicated or if it was in wages 
or salary rather than in busin ess 
t ra n suction s. 
The tax rate for most in d ivid uals 
is 6 per cen t. 
For a sin gle person 
this is imposed on the d ifferen ce be­ 
tween the total n et in come for tin * 
year an d $1,000, the so-called ex­ 
empted amoun t. For a married man , 
or for the head s of a family, the ex­ 
emption an d the 6 per cen t, tax is im 
posed on the d ifferen ce between that 
an d the total in come. 
There is pro­ 
vision for an ad d ition al exemption of 
$20(i for each child or other d epen d ­ 
en t person , un d er eighteen years of 
age or in capable of self-support. Thus j 
a married man with on e child or an 
aged paren t would have an exeuip-i 
t ion of $2,200 an d would pay tax! 
on the d ifferen ce between this an d J 
his n et in come. 
A man with two! 
child ren would have an exemption of 
$2 ,4 0 0 ; three child ren , $2,600, an d 
so on .
